inn dumped ashore. 


Two more booms will be 


brought in from Jacksonville 
;ind Miami today after state of- 
ficials decided at a strategy 
meeting Sunday to adopt the 
same methods used last year to 
clean up after the Delian Apollo 
tanker oil spill. 


Lloyd Dove, city public works 


administrator, said the booms 
"gather the fish carcasses to- 
gether in one central spot and 
hold them until our fleet of 
shrimp boats gets to the scene 
and scoops them up." 


Dove said the city had 17 


miles of coastline in Tampa Bay 
to protect, but if the fish got 
into the bayous there would be 
100 miles of coastline to clean 
up. 


The Red Tide is an uncontrol- 


lable microscopic 
organism 


traced back to 208 B.C. that dis- 
colors water and kills fish. 


The latest outbreak started on 


the state's lower Gulf Coast and 
worked northward more than 
100 miles to the entrance of 
Tampa Bay. Officials said the 
outbreak is the worst in 24 years.
